Pekin, Feb. 20.-Noon.-The for- 


eign envoys this morning received an 
unofficial communication from the 
Chinese plenipotentiaries offering to 
agree to all the terms of the powers. 
The Chinese desired, however, to save 
the lives of Chao Shu Chiao and 
Ying Nien, but they were informed 
that the ministers insisted upon the 
former demands. 
A complete sur- 


render is expected tomorrow. Mean- 
while active preparations are being: 
made for the expedition planned by 
Count Von Waldersee, The Germans 
have purchased 
l,fcOO camels for 


transport purposes. 


A representative of thte Associated 


Press was informed by the foreign 
ministers today that they think the 
gravity of the situation over; but it 
is expected that difficulties will now 
arise among themselves, when some 
of the governments send their in- 
demnity claims, and particularly is 
there uneasiness regarding the at- 
titude of Germany that her claims 
must be paid in cash before the 
evacuation takes place. 


The other ministers resent this, 


saying it will be impossible for China 
to pay, as China has not a large re- 
serve and the customs receipts go to 
pay dividends upon former loans, 
and it is improbable that she could 
borrow a sum of any magnitude. 


United States Minister Conger esti- 


mates the total demands upon China 
at $400,000,000. 


TO PREVENT SEIZURES. 


Berlin, Feb. 80,—The correspondent 


here of the Associated Press under- 
stands that the object of the recent 
conference which United States Am- 
bassador White had with the secre- 
tary far foreign affairs, Baron Von 
Kichteffen, was the prevention cf 
petty seizures'of territory and the ob- 
taining of special (privileges in China 
by separate powers. 
The United 


Statea is seeking Germany's supjpoifc 
for joint action upon the part of the 
powers in <ordiar to tibbain what is 
needed for the proper security of 
their diplomatic and -commercial in- 
terests in China, 


It is believed the United States and 


Germany are in full 'accord on this 
subject. 


The German foreign office says 


Field Mbushial Count Von WaMersee's 
expedition is to be confined to the 
province of Pi-Chili, unless the ob- 
duracy of the Chinese government 
makes an extension to Sian Fu of the 
military movement necessary.

GUILTY 
OF MANSLAUGHTER 


JURY'S VERDICT IN THE CASE 


OP FRANKLIN HAMILTON. 


After Forty Eours the Prisoner 


Learns His Fate—Mercy is 


Recommended. 


Minneapolis, Minn*, Feb. 20,—A 


verdict ot manslaughter in the first 
degree has been returned by the jury 
in the trial of Frank Hamilton, the 
newspaper reporter, for the killing of 
Leonard R. Day, a'young millionaire, 
in the billiard rooms of the West ho- 
tel, November 25 last. 


The jury came into court at 9-55 


o'clock. The foreman, called upon by 
the court for tho finding, read the 
verdict of manslaughter in the first 
degree. 


This finding entails a penalty of 


imprisonment at hard labor for a 
term of ^ot less than five no- more 
than twenty years. 


The jury qualified its finding by 


recommending Hamilton to the mei cy 
Of the court. 


Owing to the fact that the jury had 


been out forty hours, its final agree- 
ment on a verdict was a genuine sur- 
prise. Word came from the jury room 
at 9:15 that a verdict had been 
reached. Half an hour was consumed 
in preliminary arrangements. 


Hamilton, who had secured a good 


night's sleep and was in excellent 
spirits, war escorted to the dock. 


When the foreman announced the 


verdict, however, the prisoner seemed 
completely dazed and shook his head 
in mute protest. 


He was remanded to jail to await 


sentence. 


His attorneys at once moved foi a 


new trial, but no date was set for 
hearing the arguments on the mo- 
tion.
